Attracting winter birds 


Many excellent 
‘commercial seed 
mixes are available 
as a basis for arfeed- 
ing program, but it is 
fun to try a few 
special treats as well. 

One of the favorite 
specialities for chick- 
adees, woodpeckers, 
and nuthatches is 
suet. Earlier booklets 
on birdfeeding 
suggested that the 


naturalist should 
simply hang the 
skinned carcass of 
some small animal in 
the yard, and let the 
birds hammer away 
at the frozen fat. 


However, for those 
who might feel 
offended (or sick- 
ened) at the sight of a 
hangin carcass 
gradually rotting ‘in-a 


sudden thaw, suet 
presents a consider- 
ably better alterna- 
tive. Fats are espe- 
cially useful to winter 
birds, because they 
provide a concen- 
trated source of ener- 
py. Since small birds 
ave rag tempera- 
tures in the range of 


‘108-110 deg. F, that 


energy is put to good 
use.

Mother Nature provides a spectacular display 
of brilliant colors. The flaming reds, bright 
yellows and gloWing oranges of the leaves are 
a beautiful sight. And it’s a sight too easily 


taken for granted. 


But now with Jack Frost peeking in our 
windows. the deciduous trees stand bare and 


seemingly lifeless, strip 
foliage amidst the dar 


of their colorful 
green pines and 


cedars. They stand waiting.....waiting for 
Spring to bring life back to their limbs. 
However amongst those same quiet snow- 
clad forests lies a hibernating invader; an 
invader alse awaiting the warmth of Spring to 
emerge and resume it's destructive work. 
Gypsy Moth egg mass surveys have shown 
conclusively that much of our area is 
moderately to severely infested with literally 
thousands of egg masses. That means 
hundreds of thousands of potential caterpil- 
lars; hundreds of thousands of caterpillars 
that can eat up to 24 square inches of leaf 
surface per day. The caterpillars, if present in 
large- enough numbers can literally strip a 


tree bare. 


hilestrees can regenerate their 
_ foliage within the same season, it weakens the 


tree. If a tree is stripped bare several years 
consecutively, it may die. And according to 
reliable sources the onslaught has only just 


begun. 


ince the moths, native.to Europe and Asia, 
have no natural enemies to halt their destruc- 
tive march, it is clearly a problem that is not 
going to go away if simply ignored. 
The Sidney Township Council has organized 
a Gypsy Moth Control Co-ordinating Commit- 
tee which has taken excellant steps towards 
organizing and informing area residents to 
protect their properties against the ravages of 


the gypsy 


moth. The Committee has 


suggested organizing ‘action groups’ to hire 
chemical sprayers to spray each particular 
eae property. This is definitely a step in 


the right direction. 


The onset of Winter has allowed property 
owners a breathing space. The time for action 
is now. The time must be used constructively 
to-organize and co-ordinate a defence against 


the gypsy moth. 


All responsible citizens, from the farmer 
with an extensive woodlot to the resident with 
a couple of shade trees, needs to recognize the 
threat that the gypsy moth poses. Action 
needs to be taken. and taken now, to organize 
to combat this ‘exotic pest’:

Concerned landoumers 
Meeting packs hall 


Nothing was said to 
allay the fears of 
Centre Hastings 
landowners at a 
meeting held in Acti- 
nolite last Wednes- 
day evening. 

Area residents 
filled the Elzevir 
Community Centre to 
hear the latest on the 
Gypsy Moth infesta- 
tion from Ministry of 
Natural Resources 
officials, and the 
message was spelled 
out garly by Tweed 
District MNR_ head 
Ron Kervin. 

‘The area of infes- 
tation will triple in 
size in 1986,’ he told 
the audience. He 
referred to a large 
map of the area, 
marked with patches 
of red shading show- 
ing the vast areas 
infested by the 1985 
expansion. 

ervin held out 
little encouragement 
to landowners 
expecting govern- 
ment assistance in 
hb & the pest. 
‘The inistry of 
Natural Resources 
does not have a 
mandate to go onto 
private land,’ he 
said. ‘We can only 
help local action 
groups with finding 
commercial spray- 
ers, with advice and 
information.’ 

The information 
session was ease 
the local Gypsy M 
Control Committee, 


headed by Tom 
Stephens of RR 3 
Tweed. Over 80 
concerned citizens 
braved sub-zero 
weather to attend, 
including Hastings- 
Peterborough MPP 
Jim Pollock and the 
Conservative Party 
critic for forestry, 
Jack Pierce.

On the other side of 
the coin, he explained 
that healthy trees 
can survive a 50% 
loss of their leaves 
without being signil- 
ony affected, but 
100% losses are very 
dangerous. 

‘Nobody knows 
how long a tree can 
survive defoliation 
before it will be 
killed,” he said. In 
some areas the trees 
are killed after one 
severe defoliation, 
but in others (as in 
‘the Kaladar area) 
they have survived 3 
or 4 years. However

did allude to the $5 
million promised for 
Gypsy , Moth control 
in Eastern Ontario. 
He said that he was 
still working with 
representatives of 
the counties involved 
to find ‘possible ways 
to tackle the problem 
on private lands.’ 
‘We should reach an 
agreement very soon 
on what action will be 
taken,’ was all he 
would say.

The balance 
would be treated with 
the biological insecti- 
cide Bacillus thuring- 
iensis (BT). 


. Sevin would be 
used on ‘hot spots’ 
with exceedingly 
high populations of 
caterpillars and on 
critical stands of high 
value forest, but 
would not be used in 
populated areas or 
near  bee-keeping 
activities. 

The chemical is 
commonly used for 
control of vegetable 
pests. It has a life in 
the environment of- 
only a few hours to a 
few days and is 
descri as having 
minimum impact on 
the environment. 
However, it will kill 
virtually any insect 


that it comes in 
contact with. 

BT is a bacteria 
that attacks only the 
caterpillar stage of 
moths and butterflies 
- having no effect 
whatsoever on other 
insect or animal life. 
Unfortunately, BT is 
not as effective as the 
chemical and must 
be sprayed several 
times. to achieve the 
en on as Sevin. 

the spraying 
planned will be han 
airplanes and heli- 
7 eas and the 
MNR_ has_~ even 
arranged for several 
new airstrips to be 
set up as part of the 
spray program. 

The government-- 
finan spray prog- 
ram will cover only a 
small percentage of 
the total area under 
attack in Eastern 
Ontario from the 
Gypsy Moth.
